JERUSALEM, Sept. 20 (AP)— 
Ten persons were killed and 77 
wounded today when a district 
police headquarters in Haifa was 
wrecked by a bomb explosion 
which Jewish underground agents 
boasted they had set off as re- 
prisal for the deportation of un- 
certified Jewish immigrants. 

The dead included four British 
constables, four Arab policemen, 
a 16-year-old Arab girl and an 
Arab coffee vendor. Injured in- 
cluded 29 British constables—of 
whom 13 were seri hurt—14 
Jewish civilians and 11 Arab ei-

President Truman today an- 
nounced he was asking key House 
and Senate committees to meet 
as soon as possible on European 
aid, but said he had not decided 
whether to call a special session 
of Congress this fall. 

Truman told a special press con- 
erence that a decision on calling 

ngress into session would de- 
pend largely on the findings of 
the committees, which he desired 
to meet “at the earliest possible 
time.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (UP)— 
Political observers look for Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to identify 
himself as a Republican shortly 
after he becomes president of Co- 
lumbia University about Jan. 1. 

Gen. Eisenhower may not be 
planning any such announcement 
but he scarcely will be able to 
avoid the repeated inquiries about 
his politics which his retirement 
from the Army wil make appro- 
priate. His friends are confident 
that if and when he announces 
his political affiliation it will be 
Republican. 

Those of Bisenhower’s friends 
who want him in the White 
House will press hard for a decla- 
ration of his politics. Some al- 
ready are assuring the public and 
the politicians he is a Republican. 
The most significant single devel- 
opment in the Eisenhower-for- 
president boom so far has been 
the enthusiastic treatment given 
the idea by the Kansas City (Mo.) 
Star, of which Roy Roberts is the 
guiding spirit and politica] seer. 

Roberts led off early this month 
with a umn piece, part 
of which was devoted to establish- 
ing Eisenhower as a Republican. 
Roberts wrote: 

“It is becoming pretty generally 
accepted that Gen. Ike Eisenhow- 
er is a Republican as much as a 
professional soldier who never 
cast his lot with any party can 
be anything. 

“He can’t say what he is, cer- 
tainly, while he is in the Army, 
because to do so would be to put 
himself in politics. But his Kan- 
sas friends haven't any doubt 
where he would line up. 

“At heart 1 is still a Kansan. 
And the predominant sentiment 
and thinking in Kansas, more 
than in any other state probably, 
is Republican. His brothers are 
Republican, especially Milton, 
president of Kansas State College. 
Min is closer to the general on 
public affairs than anybody ee.

Nine of the 
defendants were members of the 
opposition in the Albanian Assem- 
bly to Col. Gen. Enver “Hoxha’s 
Communist government. 

Three of the condemned mén 
were ordered hanged. The other 
not set a date for their execu- 
tions. 


Accused of Part in “Pilot.” 
The prosecution at their trial, 
which began early this month, 
charged that all were in the pay 
of an American mission which 
left last year and that they also 
had worked for the British. The 
state said the defendants were 
involved in a “plot” by which “the 
Anglo-Americans intended to over- 
throw the people’s authority in 
Albania as they had realized it 
did not serve their imperialistic 
designs.” 

Bequir Tchela, one of the de- 
fendants, testified he had been 
trained by American intelligence 
for espionage and sabotage. He 
said he had reported to American 
agents for more than 14 years and 
in the last few months attended 
meetings in the American legation, 
where he was instructed “to sup- 
ply the United States with politi- 
cal, economic and military infor- 
mation.” 

He told the court American of- 
ficials had told him that Commu- 
nism threatened their interests in 
Albania. 

Testimony of witnesses also 
linked members of the mission 
with the defendants in alleged acts 
of sabotage and an armed upris- 
ing in Scutari in northwestern Al- 
bania. 1 to the indict- 
ment and the testimony of one 
witness the Scutari incident took 
place Sept 9, 1946 at the “request 
of the Americans who promised” 
that “American troops would land 
in Albania” three days after the 
capture of the city. 

Denial by U. . of Charges. 
Albania newspapers ridiculed 
American denials that the United 
States had no connection with the 
defendants. 

Last Monday the United States 
accused Albania of a “sad act of 
imgratitude” in “fabricating” 
charges that American officials 
were involved in attempts to 
sabotage Hoxha’s Communist rule. 
The State Department said the 
accusations involving Americans 
were “entirely untrue.” It called 
the Tirana trials “an attempt of 
the Albanian government to per- 
petuate itself by means of oppres- 
sion and the terrorization of Al- 
banian liberal, patriotic opposition 
elements.” 

A dispatch by Tass, the official 
Soviet news agency, said several 
of the defendants were former 
members of the Albariian Parlia- 
ment.

TEHRAN, Sept. 29 (AP)—De-

The debate revolves around ne- 
gotiations which Qavam carried

Ahari opened his speech with a 
strong personal attack on Qavam.

He resumed his 
attack and proposed formation of 
a commission to investigate Qa- 
vam’s activities for the past 19 
months. Ahari said he had “evi-

The need for a special session of Congress 


should not be determined by fear that some of 


the members would play politics, as Senator Con- 
nally says he fears, nor by the fact that a good 


many Congressmen are absent in Europe, a cir- 


cumstance mentioned by Representative Hope of . 


on the basis of whether a special session is need- 
ed to halt rising prices, especially of food, and 


to provide aid to Europe. in anticipation of the 
Marshall plan. 

If the question is decided on this basis, a spe- 
cial session, in our opinion, will be called. 

It may be conceded that the restoration of 
price controls is an open question. But certain 
other fundamental steps to restrain inflation are 
not open to question. One of these is the con- 
trol of speculation on the grain and produce ex- 

Senator Flanders of Vermont, Chester Bowles, 
former OPA Administrator, and other influential 
voices have called for a rule requiring 100 per 
cent cash payments for grain. But the Chicago 
Board of Trade, speaking for the large grain ex- 
changes of the country, has refused the request 
of the Commodity Exchange Authority to require 
the down payment of even one-third of the pur- 
chase price of grain. 

Instead, the grain exchanges keep the margin 
for wheat at 16 per cent and for corn at 17 per 
cent. This is a clamorous invitation for all 
speculators, large and small, to rush in and do 
their bit to push prices still higher in anticipa- 
tion of the price effect of Government orders of 
grain to help feed the starving people of Europe. 

Corrective action ought to be taken at once. 
For if the diversion of grain and other foodstuffs 
to Europe is permitted to add unnecessarily to 
the cost of living at home, it is bound to make 
for public hostility to the whole Marshall plan. 

Meanwhile; the deteriorating situation in Eu- 
rope demands that Congress provide temporary 
aid, especially to France and Italy. Britain's 
emergency is only slightly less acute. 

Stopgap aid might be provided by loans from 
the International Bank and the Export-Import 
Bank. But the political situation in Europe de- 
mands some token that not merely the President, 
but Congress also, means to go through with the 
Marshall plan. If Congress votes the emergency 
appropriations, this token will be given. Some 
of the wind will be taken out of the sails of 
Thorez in France and Togliatti in Italy, when 
they tell their audiences that the isolationists 
will kill the Marshall plan and leave Western 


Europe dangling at the end of the line. 


France and Italy and Britain are sure of where 
they stand relative to their base of support, but 
definite assurance to the anti-Communist leaders 


With the United States and Russia colliding 
head-on in the United Nations, this is a grave 
embarrassment to men like Bidault, Bevin and 


‘Gasperi. It is an embarrassment which can be 


removed with reasonable promptness only by a 


special session of Congress. 
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Ah, for the good old days when the Soviet 
Union was disliked because it was misunder- 
stood. 


A Higher Floor Is Needed 

After conducting two weeks of congressional 
price hearings, Senator Flanders believes infla- 
tion has already caused “serious undernourish- 
ment for a large part of the population.” As 
part of the remedy, the Senator favors an in- 
crease in the minimum wage prescribed by fed- 
eral law. The minimum is now 40 cents an hour 
—only $16 a week. 

Senator Flanders is no utopian do-gooder. 


He isa successful manufacturer, a highly re- 


spected man in the business community. Seeing 
the pay of Americans in bad maladjustment, he 
knows as an engineer that the economic machine 
will stall one of these days, just as it has stalled 
before, unless the bad adjustment is straight- 
ened out. 

Mr. Flanders has not decided how much the 
minimum should be lifted. Like Robert Wood 
Johnson, another successful manager and intel- 
ligent conservative, he may doubt that 65 cents 
an hour, which has already been proposed, will 
provide decent subsistence at present prices. Mr. 
Johnson favors 87½ cents, which works out to 
$35 a week. Whatever exact figure is settled 
on, the sponsorship of men like Johnson and 
Flanders should make Congress see that it is 
urgent to raise the wage floor adequately.

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An Opportunity for Montanans 


Montanans who are deprived by their news- 
papers, radio stations and politicians of an op- 
portunity to learn about TVA and MVA and to 
express their opinions on the subject—and that 
means most of them—have the opportunity of a 
lifetime in the hearings which Senator Murray 
is conducting. 

Newspapers owned or controlled by the twin 
dictators of the state, the Montana Power Co.

A Grandstand Play? 


Mayor Kaufmann’s drastic economy drive must 


de viewed with some skepticism. If 700 employes 


can be dropped without serious impairment of 
municipal services, what were they doing on the 


payroll in the first place? The city’s financial | 


crisis is- not something that came about over- 
night. Surely, the Mayor has had many months 
of fair warning. It has been some time since the 
courts threw out the city income tax on which 
the Mayor was relying. Yet only now he begins 
to wield the economy ax, though it is true that 
appropriations were trimmed about $2,500,000 at 
the outset of the fiscal year. 

Can it be that the city can do without the 
services of 80 to 100 firemen without creating 
fire hazards? Can the Department of Public 
Welfare, which includes the hospital, health and 
park divisions, fully perform its important func- 
tions after dismissing 250 workers? If so, the 
community must come to the conclusion that 
the city administration has been run loosely and 
extravagantly. 

We suspect, however, that the city is going to 
suffer from the Mayor's attempt to save §$1,- 
500,000 in the next six months. To reduce gar- 
bage collections from three to two times a week 
is a move that can hardly prove popular and, 
though we are entering the period of cool and 
cold weather, accumulating garbage is a bad 
nuisance and an invitation to rats. To turn off 
street lights while it is still dark is reminiscent 
of Mayor Ziegenhein's celebrated remark: “We 
got a moon yet, ain't it?” 


In a recent report analyzing the city’s financial 


plight, 22600 
cluded: 
A candid appraisal of the facts indicates 
that a reduction in expenditures of the size 


curtailing some of the major services of the 
— government. Refusal of the community 

to accept a reduction in municipal services 
leaves but one sound alternative—higher 
taxes. 

Usually, when a public official acts te reduce 
expenses, he is entitled to applause. But there 
seems to be something fishy about the extent 
of the Mayor's cuts. Perhaps it is a grandstand 
play to convince the city that more revenue 
must be forthcoming. But that was apparent, 
anyway. 

We think the Mayor should re-examine his 
program to make sure that it is not going to en- 
danger health and safety, and at the same time 
lay out a program for the Legislature to con- 
sider by which the City Treasury would be re- 
plenished. The State's coffers are bulging with 
riches, much of which is contributed by the citi- 
zens of St. Louis. The State should be willing 
to yield some of its taxing power to St. Louis.

Very disturbing is the news that Americans 
surrendered life insurance policies for cash at a 
faster rate in July and August than at any time 
since the war. People pressed for money try 
just about everything else before giving up their 
insurance. They know that this means sacrific- 
ing the future to get through the present. 

Like the fact that eredit buying already has 
reached a volume even higher than that of 1929, 
this is another warning that many a family budg- 
et is getting hopelessly out of balance. Borrow- 
ing is on the Savings accounts are being 
depleted. The nation’s personal debt has gone 
up more than three billion dollars since the first 
of the year. 

No wonder that Swayne P. Goodenough, pres- 
ident of the Financial Advertisers’ Association, 
is warning banks against advertising which en- 
courages people to go into debt. “It strikes me,” 
he declares, “that the situation may be loaded 
with atomic power.” 

So it is. And on Nov. 1 the remaining gov- 
ernment restrictions on instaliment buying will 
be lifted. Somebody had better remind us over 
and over again ‘of the booming '20s—the days in 
which we did business on the dollar-down basis 
and believed that everything was simply won- 
derful. A new orgy of such credit inflation 
could easily lead to an economic Bikini. 


Is This Tax Reform? 


Any proposal to overhaul a complicated tax 
structure—especially if it even hints at lower 
levies—tempts the taxpayer to quick cheers. But 


with the federal debt as high as it is, all such | 


schemes call for a careful second look. This 
holds true for the suggestions that came out of 
a meeting of 30 Congressmen and Governors in 
Chicago on Saturday. 

Looking at the problem from the local rather 
than the national point of view, they promul- 
gated a five-point program for “an immediate 
readjustment of the federal-state tax relation- 
ship.” There is a certain persuasiveness about 
the plan, especially since the states so gallantly 
offer to “assume those functions which they can 
administer best.” But closer examination indi- 
cates that the immediate effect of the program— 
which is none too specific—would be to shut off 
sources of federal revenue and open them to the 
states. Whatever the long range merit of some 
such proposals may be, they hardly make sense 
at a time when state treasuries are swollen and 
the federal treasury is under the heavy strains 
of a period of international uncertainty. 

One section of this report, however, can be 
accepted without hesitation. It is the call to 
Congress to take “the earliest possible action to 
correct by federal law the inequities existing 
between the community property and the non- 
community property statés.” This is a matter 
of simple fairness. But even here it should be 
pointed out that the community property inequi- 
ties are the result not of federal, but of state 
legislation, Yet since the states can hardly be 
expected to correct this, Washington should do so. 

The federal tax structure certainly is subject 
to review and rationalization, but it should not 
be reformed with a view to depriving Washing- 
ton of necessary revenue while giving the states 
new opportunities to collect funds which at the 
moment they certainly do not need,

them, because it provides time to plan; nation needs an economy 
free of depressions, and government can help here if capital fails; 
some suggestions to meet problem; foresight can avert boondoggling.

The year 1946 ended, temporarily, liberal 
development in the national economy of the 
United States. Liberals disappeared from 
the national government, The word “plan- 
ning” was banned. “Controls” were anathe- 
ma, and private initiative and normalcy 
were the watchwords. This was not wholly 
bad, because it gave liberals a chance to 
do somé serious thinking. 


The first conclusion has been that the 
United States does not look forward to a 
centralized, statist 
economy with enthu- 
siasm, but it will ac- 
cept statism for emer- 
gency work. The evils 
of private enterprise 
on the loose are be- 
ginning to be under- 
stood; but it is equal- 
ly clear that a whol- 
ly statist economy 
can unloose abuses 
as great or greater. 


In reactionary cir- 
cles—as also on the 
extreme left—theoret- 
ical debates go on as 
to the role of the state A. A, Berle Jr. 
in the national economy. Joe Doakes seems 
unimpressed, Where the government can do 
a better job than private capital and enter- 
prise, then he wants the government. Where 
private enterprise can handle the situation, 
in general, he prefers that. Most of all, he 
wants an economy that works continuously. 
Depressions are not, to him, valleys in a 
statistical chart. They are real, violent — 
spawning misery and fear. 


Engineers, Not Theorists 


The more thoughtful liberals have done 
a solid job in getting facts. They are now 
able to look at social and economic problems 
not from the point of view of doctrinaire 
politics as Europeans do but from the point 
of view of well equipped social engineers. 


The first preoccupation of progressives 
is to assure a continuing and more or less 
even flow of capital into necessary require- 
ments. They are clear that the national in- 
come and level of employment are directly 
dependent on steady reinvestment of sav- 
ings in actual capital goods. This, plus the 
spending for normal consumption, keeps 
the economic plant running. 

It is here that the cleavage begins be- 
tween the liberal and the conservative. The 
conservative says that if conditions are 
made attractive enough to. capital, it will 
go on flowing and no one need worry. This, 
of course, is romantic; conditions were to 
the satisfaction of capital in President 
Hoover's time—but it did stop flowing. 


The liberal says that when it stops flow- 
ing or begins to do so, the government must 
assure a flow in any event, spending itself, 
if need be. Capital can go into cold storage, 
but human beings cannot remain unem- 
ployed without terrible consequences, 


Four main methods have been developed 
along this line. The first, and least contro- 
versial, is for the government to provide 
capital to private enterprise which needs, 
wants, and can use it in those times when 
private banking does not fill the need. This 
was one of the most successful develop- 
ments of the Roosevelt administration. 


Public credit for private operation is the 


easiest hurdle to cross. But it is not ade- 
quate by itself: private organisms may not 
wish to develop; so the second mainline so- 
lution is more controversial, though well 
demonstrated. Through governmental action, 
certain great resources can be developed on 
a regional basis as a combined means of 
employment, production, consumption. 


Cities Need Rebuilding 


The typical project of this type is the de- 
velopment of river valley systems. Private 
utility companies have as yet been unable 
to find a way of doing the job, but they do 
bitterly resent the doing of it by public or 
semi-public authority. 

A second great group of projects which 
can be uncorked to maintain an even flow 
of capital is that revolving around urban 
development. Here no end of expert work 
has been done. A demonstration program 
could be carried out if the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill became law. 


This does not exhaust the kind of pro}- 


‘ ects which liberals have been studying. 


None of this is boondoggling. 


Most liberals regard it as a plain crime 
that modest expenditures have not been 
made to draw accurate plans and specifica- 
tions for a considerable number of these 
projects. Were a depression to be threat- 
ened tomorrow, six months or a year would 
be needed to do the blue-print engineering 
so that work could actually start. The cost 
of doing this elementary work now is small. 
The cost of doing it and keeping several 
million men on unemployment relief or 
dole, while the plans are being drawn, would 
run into staggering figures. 

Liberal students have had to face the 
problem: “What are you going to use for 
money?” Experience has given a plain 
demonstration (1) that money can be ob- 
tained whenever there is need; and (2) that 
the oft raised cry of “inflation” is unfound- 
ed so long as men are idle and productive 
facilities are unused, 


Government Can Make Money 


The experience of the New Deal experi- 
ments of the 308 suggests that expenditures 
of the kind proposed are anything but loss- 
es. The Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion operations have shown a profit. Even 
the Home Owners Loan Corporation is 
winding, up better than even. 


Clearly, when government debt is as high 
as it is now, liberals—who, contrary to the 
usual impression, are rather canny in 
money matters—prefer to find ways of us- 
ing private accumulations wherever possi- 
ble; but they will not abandon a project 
rather than use government credit. 

Most liberals who have studied our cur- 
rency and credit system are shocked to find 
that it took World War II to educate even 
technicians in its possibilities. 
est peacetime economic. program ever 
dreamed was microscopic by comparisor 
with the draft on the productive system and 
its companion, the money and credit sys- 
tem, involved in the war. A peacetime eco- 
nomic program produces values, whereas 
wartime expenditures are mainly wasted.

Between Book Ends 
Toward World Neighborhood

It is easy in our present disillusion 
state to overlook the progress the wor! 
has made toward building an orderly ar 
law-abiding community of nations. The 
book by a Columbia professor of law pro 
vides a timely corrective by putting t 
present situation in historical perspecti, 

We are enabled to see that actually th 
era of the rule of law between nations ig 
only in its infancy and that most of the 
progress toward that goal has come in the 
last 150 years. For only within this period 
has international law really taken shape, 
assumed large proportions and become a 
subject of worldwide study. 

International law began as a branch oi 
moral theology. It was only by a long and 
slow process that it advanced from specu. 
lative hypetheses and assumptions in re- 
spect to natural law to a point where it 
could be treated juristically and scientific- 
ally. Along the tortuous road have been 
many detours, caused by war, and many 
mirages, like projects for perpetual peace 
But the milestones of progress have alsa 
been many and solid: the writings of Vi- 
toria, Gentili, and Suarez in the sixteenth 
century, for example, and of the Dutchman, 
Grotius, who most nearly deserves the title 
of father of international law, in the seven- 
teenth. It was in the eighteenth century 
that it finally came of age, so to speak, 
and stood on its own feet. 

* * * 

The nineteenth century saw immense de 
velopment in the free co-operation of the 
Great Powers. Non-political treaties and 
conventions were negotiated, dealing with 
such matters as commerce, consulates, ex- 
tradition, posts and telegraphs, copyrights 
and patents. The law of nations, hitherte 
entirely the product of the West, was ex 
panded to include Asia, thus tending to- 
ward its universalization. There was growth 
of arbitration to settle international dis- 
putes. Nussbaum calls this last a most 
remarkable phenomenon, which he attrib 
utes largely to American initiative. The 
Jay Treaty of 1794 he describes as a great 
landmark of progress. No fewer thar 
10,000 treaties were in actual force in 1917 

The present world situation becomes 
much more understandable when we realize 
that Russia entered the picture only in 
the second half of the last century, with 
no knowledge whatever of the great funda: 
mental concepts upon which the law o! 
nations was based. 

Except for a few extracts published is 
this century, Grotius’ great work “De jure 
belli ac pacis” was never translated inte 
Russian. Is it any wonder, then, that wher 
Russia finally became a member of the so 
ciety of nations, its emphasis, in contrasi 
to Western trends, has all been on nationa 
sovereignty? A. MERVYN DAVIES.

The Aim Is National Security 


N a world where international relations are governed by power 
politics, as they presently are—due to the lack of an effective 
system of collective security which inevitably would include modi- 
fication of national “sovereignty”—there is serious misconception of 


what a foreign policy should be. 


The purpose of a foreign policy 
is not to promote democracy, the 
“Four Freedoms” or anything of 
the kind. Instead, it is to protect 
the security of the nation, avoid— 
if compatible with that 

wars and, if not; win them. If a 
nation champions democracy, free- 
dom, etc, that championship 
nevertheless must serve the pur- 
pose of protecting the security of 
the nation. 

Distrust is not a crime of states- 
men but a primary virtue. Trust 
always must have a basis in fact. 

We “trust” Great Britain and 
France because it is inconceivable 
that they, as independent powers, 
could threaten our security. Only 
if either were in military alliance 
with a great land-power, such as 
Germany or Russia, could she be- 
come a menace to the Atlantic. 

It is, therefore, to our interests 
to preserve the power and integ- 
rity of Great Britain and France, 
regardless of the kind of govern- 
ment they have, provided it is not 
a government which would sell out 
to others. 


Self-Interest First, 


We do not like the Government 
of Spain, but Spain is no menace 
to our security as long as she is 
independent and not allied with a 
great continental power. 

It is -not the business of our 
foreign policy to save other coun- 
tries from their sins, but to save 
the United States. Thus, the only 
justification for war against Ger- 
many was not that she was led 
by a tyrannous scoundrel, but that 
she. threatened to subjugate the 
Continent and Great Britain, take 
over the British Empire or make 
a forced alliance with it, and thus 
menace the security of the United 
States. 

The other crimes of Germany 
were deplorable; this crime was 
intolerable. 


The United States accepted the 


: 


eastern annexations and satellites 
of the U.S. S. R., not because they 
were justified in right, but because 
they did not threaten the security 
of the United States. 

The United States should not 
accept the domination of the Med- 
iterranean or any Atlantic or 
North Sea power because it would 
threaten our security. So would 
— domination of Ger- 

any. 


“Europe for Europeans.” 


It is not a crime of Soviet poli¢y- 
makers to be distrustful of the 
United States. It is their duty. 
Soviet leaders can no more toler- 
ate the domination of Europe by 
the United States—for that would 
threaten their security—than we 
— 8 tolerate Russian domination 
0 ; 


If the Soviets and the United 
States both want peace, we should 
both declare and mean a policy of 
“Europe for the Europeahs.” at 
policy means that no changes of 
government from right or left re- 
sult in extra-European military al- 
liances of any kind. We should be 
for the freedom of Europe because 
only a free Europe is compatible 
with both Soviet and American 
security. 


Peace Through Realism. 


If Soviet leaders care more for 
Communism and Communist ex- 
pansion than they do for Russian 
security, they are incompetent. If 
our leaders care more for spread- 
ing our brand of democracy than 
ye! national security, they are mis- 
ed. 


Actually, the interests of the 
U.S. S. R. and the U.S.A. are not 
necessarily in conflict, if what 
both countries are seeking is se- 
curity. Peace, in the world as it 
is, will not be accomplished by 
theological debates about good and 
evil, right and wrong, but by rea- 
don and realism.

Six large peppers, three cups 
ground left-over beef (pot roast) 
or roast), one-eighth teaspoon 
thyme, dash pepper, three cups 
fluffy cooked rice, four medium, 
ripe tomatoes, peeled and diced, or 
two cups canned tomatoes: one 
medium onion, finely chopped, 
one cup coarse bread crumbs, one- 
fourth cup grated cheese, one 
tablespoon butter, one bouillon 
cube dissolved in one cup water. 
Select peppers that stand” up 
straight. Cut a slice frém stem 
end and scoop out seeds, core and 
dividing membrane.
